THE DENVER AND, RIO GRANDE 
MEN RAMPANT. 


Poradcirg ‘he Town With Banners, Burning an Editor 
in Fimgo, ard Boyentting Unpopular Mer- 
chants—The Threats of Socialists in De- 
troit—A Brickmakers’ Strike, 


Dexver, Col., May 18.—The strike ot the 
shop hands of the Denver and Rio Grande 
railroad sssumed a very serious aspect to-day, 
In accordance with an announcement made 
at the strikers’ meeting yesterday afternoon, 
et which several incendiary speeches were 
made, sbout 500 men and 60 or 100 women 
assembled in the vicinity of the shop this 
morning, and severel inflammatory speeches 
were made. Songs were sung and a general 
cemonstration of defiance was indulged in. 
One of the yard men returning to work, was 
fet upon by the crowd and knocked down, 
kicked and cut in the face in the most brutal 
manner. The other workmen were escorted 
through the crowd by a _ posse of 
deputy United States marshals. About 8 


o’clock two or three hundred of the strikers 


formed in line and marched to town. A halt 
tras made in front of the office of the news- 


paper which has criticised the action of the 
men in striking and denounced some of their 
‘sdesigving leaders.’’ The proprietors of the 
paper were burned in effigy by the mob amid 
the jeers and yells of the defiant crowd, which 
then proceeded up Sixteenth street. At 
Shedd’s crape store another halt was made 
end thesame programme was gone through 
with.

THE TRIAL OF RIEL. 


The Government at a Loss to Know What 
to Do With Him, 
Ortawa, Ont., May 18.—The government 
hes not yet considered the case of Riel. The 
best lawyers here say he will be tried for 
treason feldy pnder the treason felony act of 
1869. He y be tried either by general 
court martial or by an ordinary civil tribunal. 
Chief Justice Walbridge, of Manitoba, was 
asked what course would be adopted in regard 
to the trial of Riel. His lordship replid that 
according to the law he would have to be 
tried in the district or province where he was 
captured, namely, Saskatchewan. He could 
not be brought to Winnepeg or sent to Ot- 
tawa. The dominion government might issue 
a special commission and send up judges to 
try ‘him. Special judges for the occasion 
‘might be appointed, but the trial would have 
to es ges in the province where Reil was 
captured. Under the present act. the judicial 
authorities in the district where Reil was cap- 
tured have power to try the man for his life, 
but an appeal to the Manitoba bench is pro- 
vided. He could not be tried by court martial 
under the circumstances, as Genera! Middle- 
ton had promised in his ietter to 
ei] that he would be pro- 
tected until the dominion government de- 
cided in his case. Treason in Canada is a 
capital oflense, but owing tothe jealousy ex- 
isting between the French and English factions 
in Canada, serious complications will surely 
rise, and the trial will have peculiar signifi- 
cance which may ultimately end in disruption 
between the two nationalities. Quebec prov- 
ince is sure to sympathize with him and insist 
on his not being put to death, while Ontario 
and the mgjority of the Manitoba and mari- 
time provinces will cry out for his blood.

Zhe Hat and Veiland Shawl Identified—Tho Letters 
Found inthe Trunk—Miss Lillian’s Previous 
Visits to Richmond—Identifying thé 
Handwriting of Oluverius—Etc, 


RicnMonD, Va., May 18.—In the Claverius 
trial this morning, the colored chamber maid, 
Henrietta Wimbush, was further cross-exam- 
ined by the defense without eliciting anything 
new.

Miss Ettie Madison, first cousin of 
Lillian Madison, was sworn. She 
testified that her cousin, Lillian

E. C. Jones, first cousin of Lillian, testified 
ihat ehe was not at his house in January.

fense admitted was in the prisoner’s writing, 
letter and an envelope were shown and the 
witness said he thought the writing in all 
ihree instances had been done by T. J. Cluve- 
rius. The other leiters and envelopes pre- 
viously shown to Police Justice Richardson, 
the witness thought, were in the 
handwriting of Cluverius. A piece 
of poetry found in the trunk (which is of the 
most obscene character) was critically exam- 
ined by the witness, and he found that the 
writing on it and that on the postal card, 
which the defense had admitted as the pris- 
oner’s writipg were alike. The general ap- 
pearance of the writing on both was about the 
same, end he had no doubt they were written 
by the same person, 

James D. Craig, an expert bookkeeper, who 
is now examining the books in the first audi- 
tor’s oflice, in connection with the irregulari- 
ties there, was sworn. The letters previously 


produced were shown to him, 
and he said the writing was the 
game on them as on the _ postal 
edmitted as written by the prisoner. The 


writing was not identical, but the name of 
‘‘Cluverius’” was unmistakabiy the same, al- 
though tbere was a litile variation in the gen- 
eralappearance, caused possibly by the condi- 
tion of the mind, the poetry evidently having 
been copied. He had never read the paper 
through. It was a vile and vulgar composi- 
tion. He did not claim to be an expert, but 
he did claim to be a pretty good judge of 
handwriting. 

The cross examination of the witness was 
severe and rigid, and occupgg¢ two hours. 

A. B. Cawthorn, of Kiag and Queen’s coun- 
ty, testified that he knew the prisoner. He 
last saw him before the finding of 
Miss Madison’s body in the early part of Jan- 
uary. Cluverius-was near the ladies’ entrance 
to the Exchange hotel. The witness did not 
know theexact day. It was in the morning, 
probably about 9 o’clock, 

Mrs. J. B. Dickinson was then sworn. She 
said that she had lived in Bath county all 
her life. She knew Lillian Madison, who 
was ateacher af the school on witness’ farm. 
The deceased came there on the 16th of Oc- 
tober and remained till the 12th of March. 
Then she left. The witness was familiar with 
the clothing of the deceased. She minutely 
described thet red crochet shawl, and hat 
and veil worn by Miss Madison, and 
ositively identified thethree articles shown 
car. en Miss Madison left witness’s 
house in March, she carried a bag made of 
brown canvas, which witness said she had 
made herself. Various other articles of cloth- 
ing, including a pair of Woolen mittens, a 
blue Jersey and dresses, were described by 
the witness and fully identified when shown 
to her, as was alsoa canvas bag. On the 10th 
of March the deceased received a letter, which 
witness saw before it was given to Lillian. 
The trunk of the deceased was left locked at 
the witness’s house, and so remained 
til sent to Richmond. The witness saw the 
direction on the envelope of the letter receiv- 
ed by Lillian on the 10th of March. The 
envelope was white. The witness thought 
ehe had seen the same handwriting before on 
letters received by Lillian. A number of en- 
velopes ware here shown to the witness, who 
seid the bandwriting on them was very much 
like thet on the letter of the 10th of March. 
Soon after the last mentioned le‘ter was re- 
ceived, Lillian came to the witness with the 
letier in her hand, and handed it to her, and 
she read part of it. The witness could iden- 
tify the letter. It was handed to her, and 


this letter that Lillian had left the witness’ 
home to go to Richmond. 

The defence took exception generally to the 
question. At this point Mr. Meredith, of the 
prosecution, stated tothe court that it was 
€évident that the trial as now going on couid 
not be concluded by the end of the term of 
the court, and suggested the holding of two 
sessions a day. 

After some diecussion it was decided that 
hereafter the court will meet at 9 a. m., take 
& recess from 2 to 4 p.m., and adjourn at 
dark, At4p.m. the court adjourned until 
to-morrow.

A BOIL@R BURSTSIN M SCON AND 
KILLS THE ENGINSER.

Macey, Ga., May 18.—[Special.j-—A disastrous 
Hoiler «x plosion occurred at mill No. 2ofthe Bib» 
moanufecturing company, at tweuty five minutes 
after ive o'clock thismormring Austin Gidson, 
colored, the engineer, was almost instantly killed, 
and Weeley Johnson and Wiiliam Lester, colored 
firemen, were both seriously ivjured. The damage 
sustained by the buildings was very great. 

The ceuse of the explosion, as is usual in such 
cases, is Gifficult to determine, but itis geuerally 


sgrecd by thcse familiar with the boilerroom,that: 


the boiler was weak. It was of steel, but had beeu 
in use for a number of years, anditis even inti- 
mated had been condemned by Foreman Wilks, 
of A. B. Farquhar & Co.’s iron works. 

Mill No. 2 is on Oglethorpe street, at the head of 
Firststreet. Itis the oldest cotton factory in the 
city. The boiler room, engine room, pump room, 
and machine shop are situated at the southern ex- 
iremity of the main building. The battery con- 
sisted of five boilers, three of which were seeel an‘ 
two cfiron. It was the middle boiler that expio- 
ced, 

At the time the explosion he 
operetives were in their places, reacy forthe 

1achinery to .be started. Down in the engine 
room, Gibson, the engineer, had bold of the lever, 
Just ready to turnonthesteam. Johbson wasin 
the boiler room putting on his shoes, and Lester 
was standing just inside the rear door of the same 
room. Atthe instant Gibson moved the lever, 
it is suppored the middle boiler gave way in frout 
above the water mark, thus aliowing the steam 
Irom the other boiler to concentrate init, The 
front, a piece of steel weighing more than a thous- 
aud pounds, was blown through the roof entirely 
over ihe building,* ‘and fell iu First street, 
two hundred and fifty feet away. 
The beiler was lifted up and hurled forward, 
craslhive through three brick walls, wrecking the 
engine and completely destroying the pump 
heuse and the mechinery it contained. After 
foing its Creadful work of devastation, the boiler 
fcil }jengthwise near the rear wall of the main 
builéing seventy-seven feet from its original po- 
sition in the boilerroom. Thescenein the boiler 
rcom is indescribable, The boilers were tumbled 
about in all directions, the walls were demol-

ished, aid the roof wes literally blown into 
eplinters The machine shop was also 
badly wrecked, mrch of the 


waluable machinery being injured beyond repair. 
Bricks and other Gebris were thrown in twenty 
different directions, and some of the shafting in 
the main building was injured. 

Austin Gibson had his skull crushed and his 
rightarm injureé. When found he was lying ia 
a corner of the engine room, still breathing, but 
be éiud immediately after he was taken 
cut. Wesley Johnson had his skull fractured, 
aud sustained numerous bad bruises, William 
Lester vss blown out ofthe door and lodged on 
top of the coal piles, fifty feet from the building. 
He wes badly bruised. It is thought that John- 
eon and Lester will recover. John Kent, a white 
operative at the Macon knitting factory, which is 
just below mill No, 2, was hurt on the right foot 
by afllyiia brick. Nobody else sustained injuries. 

The explosion came near causing a frightlu 
panic among the operatives. When it occurred 
men, women and children in the upper story of 
the mil rushed frantically to the stairways, 
blindly ce: deayoring toescape. Overseer of Spin- 
nine J. A. Morse saw that lives wouid be lost un- 
jess something was done to quelli the panic, and 
he ther fere called two or three men to his assist- 
ance and forced the wiid crowd back from the 
Stairwa\s. This being done, the operatives were 
sent Gown the stairs one by one, so thatall escaped 
Without fpjury. 

The lcsstes caused by the explosion are thought 
to be $25,000. Two or three days will be required 
to make an accurate estimate, when it may be 
discovered thatthis amount is too small. 

Mzjor J. F. Hanson, agent of the Bibb manu fac- 
turing company, put a force of hands to clearing 
away the debris before 8 o’clock this morning. It 
is understood that the damage will at once be re:

It is rumored ‘to-night thata young white boy 
who cerried breakfast to one of the operatives at 
mill Fo.

In his 
address of Monday in the house oflords upon Earl 
Cairns, he related how he had proposed to him 
when lord chancellor, the appointment of Mr. 
Penjamin to the bench. Mr. Benjamin, says Lord 
Coleridge, ‘‘wasaman whomil was anxious to 
bave seen among the judges of England, and who 
to my knowledge would have felt himself honored 


by heing placed among them.’’ Lord 
Cairns, however, refused to consider his 
claims. w are not told 


why, por why Lord Coleridge, having disciosed so 
much, should have kept back this critical part of 
the story. All be saysis that Lord Cairne’s grouuds 
were vreentand forcible, and such as most men 
would have held te be conclusive. The lord caan- 
cellor’s personal wishes were with Mr. Benjamin. 
It is just conceivable that either he or Lord Bea- 
consfield may have thonght the nomiuation ot a 
confederate secretary of the treasury not likely 
to be acceptable to the American goverampat or 
the American people.

THE AMAZONS. 


A GERMAN EXPLORER IN THESE 
KINGDOM OF DAHOMBY. 


How the Female Soldiers Dress and Act—Their Mili- 
tary Evolutions-4 Weird Scene at a Night Re- 
ception—The Women Never Fight— 
Other Notes of Travel. 


From tbe Pall Mall Gazette. 

The Germans, to whom Africa as a field of 
colonization isa mine of inexhaustible nov- 
eliy, has just rediscovered the amazons of 
Dehomey. These famous warriors, of whom 
60 little has been heard foreo many years, 
have been inspected by Dr. Zoller, who is act- 
ing asspecial correspondent of the Kolaische 
Zeitung, and gives an account of his reception 
at the court of the Portuguese half-breed Juli- 
eno de Senza, who in his somi-royal state at 
Wkydak rejcices inthe possession of a fully 
equipped battalion of women who fight. Ala3! 
however, for our preconceived notions, the 
smazons of de Sonza have more resemblance 
toa corps de beilet than to a corps d’armte, 
and the deepest impression which they left on 
the mind of their vieitors was that they would 
make the fortune of any enter- 
prising imprestario who would introduce 
them to European audiences. Of Juliauo de 
Sonza himself; who has had his son educated 
in an Evglish boarding school, and married 
by a French priest, Dr. Zoller speaks in high 
tcrms. He says: 

‘The tall, broad-chested man, with a dark 
ycliow, aimost brown, complexion, received 
us with the amiable politeness of a pompous 
aristocrat. Hewore a long, shirt-like, cotton 
garment resching down to his feet, high Ea- 
ropean boots, and embroidered smoking cap, 
and—although he is a tetich worsbipper-— 
a big black metal cross ou 
his chest.” After apologizing for 
the remarkable costume which he had been 
obliged to don because of indisposition,Juliano 
gave the sign for the beginning of the festivi- 
ties. The stage for these wasthe open space 
in front of Juliano’s house, a rather rickety 
building of two siories in the middle of the 
village, which was filled with the upper ten 
of Wbhydah, a muititude of black spectators, 
all of whom pretend to be of European de- 
scent. But woe to him who, without being a 
‘‘white man,’’ dares to wear European boots 


or allow himself to be carried in a ham- 
mock, the Kuropean means of convey- 
snce. Not even his majesty the 


king would ever dream of commit- 
ting to unpardonable a breach of African 
etiquette. When it was dusk the army of 
amazons made their entrance into the yard 
fautastically attired, and looking more fantas- 
tical still by the glare of the torches which 
were borne before them. This is how Dr. 
“olier describes the scene: Shortly befoure 
their dance commenced the ‘‘Chacha’”’ dis- 
tributed German beer and Bahia rum among 
the audience, which consisted of some five 
bundred spectators, many of whom were ac- 
companied by theirtame sheep, which fol- 
low their masters like dogs.

Among 
alilthe savage and semi-savage tribes singing 
and dancing are considered as essential es 
drilling and drumming among ourselves. [* 
is nature! that the amazons, having from their 
earliest childhood been educated as warriors, 
dexeers, and singers, should be as suverior 
to male soldiers in these accomplish- 
ments as our guards are to the 
reserves. The emazons of the Chacha,” 
ail of whom have served ia the army 
Abcme; sre women between the ages 
eighteen and twenty-five, and as the ‘Cha- 
cha’’ does not go to war they are naturally 
only kept for show. They huve no separate 
barracks, butlive, like the thirty malig sol- 
diere, in different quarters of the town, where 
they are called together whenever they are 
wented. At their first entrance, when, 
marchipg upin a long procession, they sa- 
luted their iord and master, 1 was astonished 
at the military exactitude of their movements. 
Inagine 69 young women, strong and slender, 
who, without losing enything of their woman- 
liness, present w decidedly warlike appear- 
auce. Amorg Europeans this combination of 
the woman and the warrior could not be im- 
agined; here itis explained by the peculiar 
formstion of the negro skeleton. Tha skele- 
tons of negro women (in striking contrast to

The picturesque uniforms might fur- 
nish our masters of the 
ballet with fresh ideas. The fresh young 
faces look roguishly from uuder the white, 


biimlees yokey cap, ornamented with black 
pictures of animals, such as lizards, birds, and 


others. The feet are bare; short knicker- 
bockers of green, red, or yellow material 


come down nearly to the knees, and a bright- 
colored tunic of striped silk or velvet, which 
leaves only the neck and the arms free, covers 
the upper partofthe body, which is sup- 
ported by corsets of native manufacture. 
A broad belt of many colors 
heightens the slim appearance of 
the female warrior. At the lett side ofthe belt 
a short sword is fustened and a small cartridge 
pocket in front. A scarf of wiite or light green 
silk is worn like a Scotch plaid. Tne arma- 
ment consists of swords, battle axes, and guns, 
which latter are put aside during the dance. 
Quite apart from the effect of combined dan- 
cing aud singing the performances, which 
went for several hours uninterruptedly before 
our eyes, were quite in the style of our corps 
de ballet, with the only difference that per- 
haps no other corps de ballet would dance 
with equal exactitude. 

First came a tall and somewhat elderly wo- 
man. She was the captain, and as she en- 
tered the son of the Chacha whispered to me, 
“Just look how well my mother dances,’ 
Then followed, with battle axes uplifted, the 
younger officers, and in their rear the still 
younger troops, now dashing toward us in 
their sham fight, now wheeling round, dis- 
persing, and again uniting. And all this with 
rythmical movements, half warlike, half 
ccquettish, but never clumsy, the elegant 
play of the bare round arms recalling t» the 
mind the limbs of ancient classical statues. 
All dances which I have seen performed 
amobg savage and demi-savage people have 
been grotesque and, to a certain degree, vo- 
luptucus. Here for the first time a perform- 
ence was given which would have held its 
own before a serious critique and ce 3thete. 

Contemplating this remarkable feat, aud 
listening tothe strange rhythm of the gongs of 
the amegzons, who, even aftera performanuco ol 
several hours, showed no sign of fatigue, the 
delighted Germans spent the evening, ani 
next morning were invited to a similar dauce, 
performed by twelve young ladies of the age 
of sixteen and seventeen, all, all, all of whom 
the Chacha introduced as his wives.

PARTIZANSHIP AND THE POSTOFFICES. 
\ Jn states that contain no large cities. most 
{the. changes in office that can be made 
under the ienure-of-oftice act, have been 
made, except inthe postal branch of the 
public seryice. Very few postmasters hayes 
been remoyed, and very few have, therefore, 
been appointed. No onecan justly accuse 
the edministration of undue haste in secur- 
ing political power; for itisawell known 
fact that the postmasters—the small one} 
even more than the great ones—constitute 
the most effective political machine known 
tocur polities. Of course the administration 
has no intention of letting such machinery 
remain in the hands of the opposition. No 
one expects the democratic party,or any par-. 
iy in power, to fayor iis enemies, and no one 
would sneer at such a suicidal course soone: 
than the republicens themseives. They know 
full well the weight and strength of the post- 
offices. But while the postofiices will, asa 
matter of course, be handed over to demo- 
crais, yet time and certain formalities are 
involved, and it is of these we desire to speak, 
As to the presidential postottices, it seems 
to be settled that the president will make no 
removal beforea term expires, unless the 
postmaster is incapable, or has been guilty 
of improper conduct, or bas been in cific: an 
offensive partizan.

Postmaster-General Vilas in his now fa- 
mous circular defines what cons:itates olfen- 
sive partizanship in fourth-class postm asters.

the patient proof egainst virus of full 
strength and therefore of the disezse itself, 
experiments were first tested in ani- 
's aud theruccess that atiended to them 
Jed to their reproduction in men, and the 
success in both cases was unqualified and 
absclute. The new p'an of prevention has 
within the past few weeks been largely ap- 
plied in Valencia and in other threatened 
distric's of Spain, are told 
that the dizrease is dying out in that coun- 
try because the attenuated virus bas left 
no material for it to feed upon. Tae 
“comma bacillus’ of Professor Ksch has 
done, itis asserted, the ‘work in Spain, It 
was not cleanliness, nor cordons of police, 
but a general course of inoculation with 
weskened cholera yirus, The essential prin- 
ciple is of course similar to that applied by 
Jenner in the case of smal! pox, and by Pas- 
teur in cesesof fever in cattle. The attenua- 
ted cholera yirus takes hold, however, at 
once, producipg tremors and prostration 
during the first twenty-four hours, butat the 
end of forty-eight hours the patient is both 
well and cholera proof, If the evidence from 
Spain is nét overstated, cholera has met its 
masterin the German professor, and is no 
longer tobe considered the great scourge of 
the eaith. 
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“HOW TOPROGRESS” 

We printed the other day an extract from 
ihe Augusta Chronicle giving the reasons 
why Atlanta bad madesuch remarkable pros 
gress during the last few years. Thisextract 
was very interesting, for the reasons that the 
Chronicle gaye were intended to be in the 
nature of an apology for the apparent ’shori- 
comings of Augusiain this respect, A very 
high tribute was paid to the climate of At- 
lanta—to the tonic properties of Atlanta air 
—and it was suggested that if Augusta pos- 
sessed these desirable elements the result 
would be activity instead of inertia.

natural edvantages and the development of 
advanteges that may be termed artificial. 
The position of Atlante is simply what its 
people haye madeit. It hasa fine climate 
and a tonie atmosphere, but these things 
will not account for the aggressive enterprise

bes been the rule from the siart. 
The only serious discussion . one 
is likely to hear among our people is in re- 
gard to the question, what is best for Atlan- 
ta?
